SITTING BULL. 
HIS VIEWS ON THE INDIAN QUESTION. 

Sr. Paul, Aug. 18.—The Pioneer-Press special 
from Bismarck has the following interesting 
item: 

Medicine Cloud and his party, belonging to 
the Fort Peck Agency, whom Maj. Mitchell, In- 
dian Agent at Fort Peck, sent to Sitting Bull 
with a message May 27 last, has returned to the 
Agency. The message sent by Maj. Mitchell to 
Sitting Bull was to the effect that he desired 
him to come and visit Fort Peck, hoping that 
such a trip would result in his retiring upon the 
reservation and ceasiug from hostilities against 
the whites. 

SITTING BULL REPLIES JULY 27: 

“Tell him I am coming before long to his 
post to trade. Tell him 1 did not commence; 
lam getting old; that 

I DID NOT WANT TO FIGHT, 

but the whites rush on me, and I am compelled 
to defend myself; that but for the soldiers 
stationed on the Rosebud, I, with my people, 
would have been there before that. If I was 
assured of the protection of the Great Father, 
I would go to Fort Peck for the purpose of 
making peace. I and other Chiefs want the 
Black Hills abandoned, and we will make 
peace.“ 


THE HOSTILES. 

Medicine Cloud numbers the hostiles as con- 
sisting of Brules, Uncpapas, Tetons, Minncon- 
jous, Sans Arcs, Ogallallas, Cheyennes, and 
Blackfeet. Of the latter there are but 
thirty lodges. He says he does not re- 
member the names of the leading Chiefs. 
Four Horns and Black Moon are 
Uncpapas. Each nation has two or three chiefs 
present, and they all insist that they did not 
intend to fight the whites, but the Santas com- 
menced the trouble some years ago. The 
whites crowded them back on to them, so they 
took it up. He says also that there are no Yank- 
tonnais now with them. He estimates the hos- 
tiles as consisting of 

FROM 8,000 To 10,000 FIGHTING MEN. 

Tne Sans Ares and Cheyennes are the most nu- 
merous, and they all have many women and 
children with them. There were several chiefs 
at Standing Rock, but they did not engage in 
the fight. One of these chicfs started to go to 
the whstes with a paper at the commencement 
of the fight, but was shot. There are no white 
men co-operating with them. He does 
ammunition 
they have, but they have plenty 
of guns and pistols. Hethinks they get am- 
munition from a place called the Burning 
Grounds, beyond the Black Hills. They cap- 
tured many horses during the fight, and but 
few mules. The Blackfeet Indians made many 
presents, consisting of horses, etc., to the war- 
riors in order to induce them to retire from the 
conflict, but after accepting the offering, the re- 
quest was not allowed. They watch continually 
for whites, but do not intend to attack, but 

WILL FIGHT HARD 
in their own defense. They are living entirely 
on meat, which they find it very hard to procure, 
owing to the close proximity of the whites. 

The hostile camp is now on Tongue River, 
south of the Yellowstone, one and a half day’s 


alarm. There is no sleep in their camp. In 
answer to inquiries concerning the fight of the 
Little Big Horn, he states the total number of 
indians killed was thirty-one, and his estimate 
of our losses corresponds with What has been 
heretofore published. He saw five dead Indians 
incamp dressed in citizens’ clothes. The son 
of the Big Chief was killed, and was one of 
nine warriors found in a tent. These nine were 
brave young men, but none were chiefs. The 
horses sacrificed around the tent were property 
of the dead men, and were killed in accordance 
with their religion, that they may have horsesto 
ride to the Happy Hunting Grounds.”

Well-armed Indians recently ran off a herd of 
400 beef cattle from the Black Hills, killing all 
but one. A large number of horses have also 
been run off. The boys killed an Indian, and 
his head, preserved in alcohol, will be sent to 
Washington when an opportunity presents. 

Gray Eagle’s scalp, taken by Dave Campbell, 
was sent to the Bismarck 7'ibwne by the steamer 
Josephine, so that settles the question whether 
the fellow was scalped. 

NOT CONFIRMED.

THE CUSTER MASSACRE, 
Minneapolis. Tribune. 
GEN. ROSSER’S REPLY TO MAJ. RENO. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 16.—Afarcus A. 
Reno, Major Seventh Cavalry, J. S. A.—Masor: 
A letter appeared in the New York Herald of 
the Sth inst., addressed to me and signed by 
yourself, complaining of injustice having been 
done you in a letter of mine written to the Min- 
neapolis Lvening Tribune upon the receipt here 
of Custer’s tragic death. My letter to which 
you refer, and of which you complain, was writ- 
ten in advance of the receipt of the details of 
this engagement with the Indians, and before I 
had seen the official report of Gen. Terry. It 
was written as a rebuke to the St. Paul Pioneer- 
Press and Tribune, which had arraigned Gen. 


Custer under charges of unsoldierly conduct 
which I believed to have been uncharitable an 
unjust, and with no view to your disparage- 
ment whatever. Having once been a soldier 
myself, I fully appreciate 

YOUR SENSITIVENESS TO CRITICISMS 
which involve the vital elements of a soldier’s 
honor and reputation. Your patriotism and 
courage I have never questioned ; but as long as 
you are a public servant you will be fortunate if 
you escape with simply a criticism of your plans 
and only your judgment censured. As for the sur- 
viving officers and men of the Seventh Cavalry, I 
am proud to say I know many of them, and I be- 
lieve that ‘‘a more valiant band was never mar- 
shaled by galiant knight” than they. They who 
have followed the immortal Custer in all his ex- 
ploits on the Plains should be proud of their fame 
as well as his. The living members of that noble 
regiment, I know, are as ready to follow you or 
Benteen to the other shore as were the few who 
fell with Custer. 

But now, Major, as to the manner in which you,

MEASURES OF VALUE. 
Te the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cureago, Aug. 15.—I am glad te see the position 
you take ia regard to silver-coinage. I cannot see 
how any thinker, acquainted with the first prin- 
ciples of Political Economy, can take any other 
view, though possibly selflah interest may lead 
him to express a different one. 

If there is one principle established in the 
science of Political Hoanomy, it is, that the value 
of all commodities depends on the relative supply 
and demand there is for them. It is an error into 
which many seem to have fallen, to sappese that 
gold is an exception to this law, and that it is a 
perfect and unchangeable standard of value. In the 
nature of things, there can be no tuch absolute 
meagure af real value. All that we have ever had 
are nominal and approximate anes, subject te the 
same law of variablences in real value, according to 
the supply and demand, which affects all other 
commodities. 

You may have $1.000 im gald to-day, worth 
over $1,100 in greenbacks. Change the citcum- 
stances; attempt to carry it acrogs Lake 
Michigan, and, if the beat should take 
fre and you be dependent on swimming or a 
life-preserver for safety, you would be glad to ex- 
change your thousand in gold fora hundred in 
greenbacks. Among some of the natives of Africa, 
a gold eagle might not be worth ag much aga 10- 
cent etring of beads, to buy 3 chicken of some rice 
with wh to save one from starvation. Five 
thousand dellars in gold to-day might be worth 
mere than $6.000 to-morrow to a man who hada 
payment to make by which be could gaye his eatate 
or credit. We thus see that the rea} value of gold, 
ag well as other money, is constantly changing 
with circumstances, though it remains nominally 
ever the same.

TILDEN’S DISGRACEFUL WAR-RECORD. 
Mr. Hewitt, a Democratic member of 


Congress from New York, somewhere about 
daylight on the last morning of the session 
delivered a speech in vindication of the War 
record of Mr. Torx, and this speech it is 
proposed to distribute over the Northern 
States as a campaign document. The record 
of Mr. Tou was made by himself. He 
was a resident of a Northern State when it 
was easy and popular to be a Union man. 
But Mr. TDx was not a Union man. He 
was a politician of the old school, and in his 
habits of life, the bent of his mind. and es- 
pecially in his political opinions, he is per- 
haps the closest duplicate of old James Bo- 
CHANAN now left on the stage of public life. 
On the question of the character of the 
Government of the United States, these two 
men held identical views. Both held the ex- 
treme State-Sovereignty doctrine,—that the 
United States were not a nation; that they 
were a mere confederation of sovereignties, 
represented by a common agent, acting not 
from any inherent powers, but under written 
instructions. That it was within the power 
of any of these sovereigns to withdraw its 
consent to the action of the general agent, 
and to withdraw from the confederation, in 
which case the so-called bond of union was 
of necessity broken, and there was no right 
or authority in the remaining members to 
enforce or qgoerce the retiring sovereign 
State to submission. 

This was Mr. Tom's doctrine. This 
was the doctrine laid down by James Bo- 
cHaNAN in his message to Congress on the 
eve of the War ; and this was the doctrine of 
the.whole Hunker or Bourbon wing of the De- 
mocracy to which Tum has always be- 
longed. |

occasion to deliver a war speech. He might 
have delivered it at the Chicago Convention 
in 1864 had he been so disposed. 

The reader, however, will find in Mr. 
Trupen’s letter to Judge Kent the key to his 
whole policy during the War. He believed 
each State had the power to snap the tie 
of confederation,” and to “‘ repel coercion as 
a nation might repel invasion.” The War, 
according to his views, was unconstitutional ; 
it was an “‘ invasion of the sovereign States 
foran unlawful purpose, and therefore he 
could not conscientiously oppose a war to 
preserve a Union, which Union he believed 
had already been dissolved by the action of 
the States charged with being in rebellion. 
His supposed Union speech, never delivered 
and now made public for the first time, is 
wholly inconsistent with his entire public 
record. 

On April 20, 1861, following the massacre 
of the Boston troops on their way through 
Baltimore to Washington, there was a mass- 
meeting held in Union Square, New York, 
which numerically has never been equaled 
in this country. At that meeting there were 
hosts of leading Democrats; it was to give 
encouragement to the President in the War 
declared for the Union. On that day, Mr. 
TILDEN was requested by Mr. Sawve: Sioan 
to allow his name to be used as a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the meeting, and Torx refused to 
allow his name to be used, or to do anything 
to aid an abolition war.” In the years 
which followed, no word of help or encour- 
agement was heard from Torx, though 
New York City was in revolt, and armed vio- 
lence more than once put the Government at 
defiance. In 1864 he turned up at the Chi- 
cago Convention, and as a member of a Com- 
mittee which with entire unanimity” re- 
ported the infamous resolution declaring the 
War a failure, and demanding the immedi- 
ate cessation of hostilities.” This was the 
time when SHERMAN was preparing his march 
to the sea, and when Grant was beforo 
Richmond, and the War was gradually crowd- 
ing down to the annihilation of the Rebell- 
ion. Then it was that Torx declared that 
the War had been a failure, and that hostili- 
ties should immediately cease.

MISSISSIPPI GRAND JURIES. 

The declaration of the President that 
„Mississippi to-day is governed by officials 
chosen through fraud and violence, such as 
would scarcely be accredited to savages, much 
less to a civilized and Christian people,” is 
sustained by the record of the recent Grand 
Jury at Oxford. In all the legal records of 
this country nothing can be found more in- 
famous. It shows that crime committed by 
the Democracy cannot be punished in Missis- 
sippi, because juries dare not indict, if they 
happen to be Republican, and will not, if 
they happen to be Democratic. The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York Times 
has furnished some official information of the 
proceediags of this Oxford Grand Jury 
which more than confirms the President’s 
declaration. Although there was evidence 
before it covering hundreds of cases, not one 
bill was found for violations of the Election 
laws. The District Attorney attributes the 
failure to the fear of violence on the part of 
some, and because others expected to rec- 
ommend themselves for elective favors at 


home by gaining the reputation of having 


obstructed and paralyzed these prosecutions.” 
The foreman in his report declares that the 
frand, intimidation, and violence at the late 
election are without parallel, and that thou- 
sands might have been indicted on testimony 
easily procurable. The evidence that was 
taken before the jury was overwhelmly suffi- 
cient to have warranted the finding of in- 
dictments, and yet not a single bill was 
found. It was proven that the Town of 
Columbus appropriated $350 to de- 
fray the expenses of armed horsemen 
from Alabama, who came over on 
election day, voted the Democratic 
ticket, and prevented negroes from voting 
by the display of bowie-knives and pistols. 
At Crawfordsville, two white men obstructed 
the window of the voting-place for hours, 
passing in Democratic tickets and taking 
Republican tickets from the negroes and 
substituting Democratic tickets for them. 
At Dearing, the United States Inspector of 
Elections was driven out of town. At Trin- 
ity, the United States Inspector was kidnap- 
ped and held until after election-day. Nu- 
merous witnesses swore that they were in- 
timidated from voting by threats of violence. 
R. R. Spears, a Republican candidate, testi- 
fied as to the killing of negroes on the night 
before the election, and said: “I knew of 
nothing the colored people did that would 
create a riot or disturbance. The City Coun- 
cil paid for the coffins, and paid all the bills 
for horse-feed, livery, and restaurants for the 
Alabamians. I believed that if I said any- 
thing in favor of my election on the day of 
election that I would have been killed, from 
the action of the Democrats. They were all 
armed with bowie-knives and pistols.” Jane 
LaTHAM, a widow, made the following alli- 
davit : 

On the first Tuesday of November, 1875, it be- 
ing the day of election, and about daylight in the 
morning, there came to my house, where my hus- 
band and myself were in bed, a band of menarmed 
with guns; don't know how many; the room was 
full, was very much frightened and did not notice 
them particularly; they came ap to the house and 
hollered, and told my husband to come out there, 
that they were after him, and intended to have 
him if they had to tear down the house. When Il 
first heard the men coming I told my husband to 
get up and go out, and that I would tell them that 
he was notin there. My husband got up and went 
out. It was light—nearly day—and I svppose they 
saw him as he went owt. They soon came back 
with him and remained till he put on hia clothes. 
They then carried him off two or three blocks from 
my house. In « short time I heard the guns fire 
in the direction they had gone with him. When I 
saw my husband he was dead.

As a pendant to such testimony as this, 
we print the following letter written to the 
foreman of the Oxford Grand Jury by W. F. 
Tucker, a lawyer of good standing in Mis- 
sissippi : 

Oxotona, Miss. Jane 12, 1876.—Dran BILL: 
It is reported here that true bills are to be found 
against all the country around Okolona for the raid 
on the negro Baptist Church, and the charge of 
STOVALL’s brigade upon the viewlees air from Egypt 
on day of election. If this be true, you ought to 
know, and I presume you do know that you. and 
you alone, will be held responsible Jor the action 
of the Grand Jury. You can very well imagine 
the life you will lead among, say, 200 men, 
who would all charge you with organizing a 
prosecution against them. You know I have al- 
ways been your*personal friend, and it is as a 
friend that I write to say if you are not already 
committed to that line of policy. don't allow the 
billes to be found. I think you know me well 
enough to give me credit for sincerity when I 
make such a suggestion. J have abundant reasons 
Jor making u. Allwell. Yoars,

Loundes County is a fair example of the 
other counties in Mississippi. In 1873 it 
gave a Republican vote of 2,725, and of 2,021 


in 1875. It gave a Democratic vote of 680 
in 1873 and of 2,137 in 1875. How this 
large Democratic increase was secured is 
shown by the testimony we have quoted, 
but in the face of such direct and positive 
proof the Grand Jury failed to find a true 
bill against any man. And this is the State 
in which Mr. Lamar desires to have local 
self-government.” It will strike Northern 
men, accustomed to obey the laws and to 
conduct elections peacefully and orderly, 
that the people of Mississippi have 
sufficient local self-government so long 
as the term § implies murder and 
assassination, defiance of the consti- 
tupionual rights of the people, intimidation 
of voters, and obstruction of the laws, so 
that guilty men cannot be punished. In 
view of the condition of things developed 
before the Oxford Grand Jury, the Presi- 
dential order to Gen. Suznman has come none 
too soon. If the banditti of Mississippi pro- 
pose to carry the. national election as they 
carried the State election, and Republicans 
can find no protection in the exercise of 
the constitutional right of suffrage by the 
State, then the United States Government 
must step in and secure an honest election. 
There can be no other alternative, The Ke- 
publicans of Mississippi and of every other 
Southern State have the right to demand 
that they shall not be disfranchised. 


DISRAELI!’S CAREER. 

The English Quarterly Leview has im- 
proved the occasion of Disnar.i's elevation 
to the Peemge, and retirement from the 
leadership of his party in the House of 
Commons, to make an extended criticism of 
his career since 1848, when he succeeded 
Pret in the leadership of the Protectionist 
party. The criticism is anything but friend- 
ly. It lays bare his numerous changes and 
his political and ecclesiastical eccentricities 
with a free hand. His ecclesiastical specu- 
lations are of special interest. At,the outset 
he was the leader of the Young England 
party, which represented the most advanced 
Anglicanism. In 1868 he denounced the 
alliance between High-Church Ritualists and 
Romanists for the overthrow of the Irish 
Church, deliberately appealed to the worst 
passions of the Orange fanatics, and ‘‘ posed 
as a Protestant champion.” When the Pub- 
lic Worship bill was introduced in the House 
of Commons he threw over his colleagues, 
announced his opposition, to Ritualism, and 
described the High Churchmen as a 
small but pernicious sect.” The general 
conclusion drawn by the Quarterly Review is 
that there is no important political question 
upon which he has not changed his mind. 
In 1852 he deserted protection. In 1859 he 
forsook the franchise. I: 1867 he forced his 
followers to establish a democratic suffrage. 
In 1868, and again in 1874, he put himself 
forward as the champion of our glorious 
Constitution in Church and State,’ which he 
had declared to be non-existent and an ab- 
surdity, and as the protector of Protestant- 
ism, which he had ridiculed as an ugly paro- 
dy of Holy Church.“ 

From all this, the Jeview finds that Dm 
RAELI has never been in earnest with politics, 
and that he has not thought it worth while 
to form any settled principles of action. Says 
the Review in closing: 

We believe that Mr. Disrarui's influence upon 
English politics has been almost unmixedly bad. 
We do charge him with pretending to the high title 
of statesman without that faith in governing idea, 
that allegiance to a worthy cause, that serious sin- 
cerity of purpose, that single-minded and self-for- 
getful fervor, whichalone dignify public life and 
make the profession of politics respectable. That 
a man who lacks all these qualifications should 
have been accepted as its chosen leader by one of 
our great historic parties, is not an agreeable re- 
flection for those even of its opponents who are 
jealous for the honor of English statesmanship. 
Weare no friends to Toryism, but it is for the 
interest of the nation as a whole, and therefore of 
the Liberal party, that the Tories should be led by 
some one who believes img the Tory creed, if, in- 
deed, there be any longer such a thing. 

From this extract it will be perceived that 
the Quarterly Review is the scholar in poli- 
tics. The exceptions which it takes to Mr. 
Dana are purely sentimental, and its 
view of the sphere of the politician is 
Utopian to the last degree. Mr. Drsrarti 
has been the most prominént member of 
Parliament for nearly thirty years. He has 
for a long time been the leader of the Tory 
party, and it stands to the credit of his skill 
that he defeated two such antagonists as 
Peet and Giapstonr. He has now reached 
the Peerage. In these days of political de- 
generacy it is not well to question too 
curiously the means by which a politician 
reaches success. It will be time enough for 
that when the Millennium is near at hand. 
Mr. Dispaeui’s career is by no means so 
unique as to warrant a critical examination 
of it with the view of condemning his 
methods. 

SOME OF SAM CARY’: NONSENSE. 

Sam Cary, in accepting the nomfination of 
the Greenbackers for Vice-President, took 
occasion to make an independent declaration 
of hisown views, in which he expressed 
himself as in favor of the following propo- 
sition : 

3. That paper money should consist exclasively 
of notes issued by the Government, with such leg- 
islation as would cause them to be fully equal in 
value to the specie dollar under all circumstances 


and throughout all time. 
If this proposition stood alone, we should 


say that Mr. Cary was not in sympathy with 
BILL ALLEN, Ketixy, Lanpers, and the other 
apostles of Greenbackism, who want the 
Government simply to issue stamped. paper 
for money, .and plenty of it, but do not 
trouble themselves about its value. But 
Cary adds, a little further on in his letter, 
that the gold basis of a currency is a snare 
and a cheat, and that the true basis is the 
national credit represented by intcrest-bearing 
bonds.” Nevertheless he desires such legislation 
as will make the grcenbacks equal in value 
to the specie dollar under all ¢ircumstances 
and throughout all time.” We wish he had 
taken the time to point out how this is to 
bedone. It would have been agreat relief 
to the political economists of the day. The 
Congress composed mainly of men with 
whom Mr. Cary has been associated politi- 
cally spent nearly nine months without con- 
ceiving or bringing forth any plan to ac- 
complish his desideratum. We have not 
heard of any suggestion from any of the 
distinguished Greenbackers that would assure 
this delightful condition of things We 
have never read in the history of nations of 
asingle one that understood how to print 
and issue Government notes without a coin 
basis, and keep them equal in value to the 
specie under all circumstances and through- 
out all time. 

We can think of only two ways in which 
Mr. Canr's scheme can be made practicable, 
and we fear his followers will object to both. 
One is for the Government to levy additional 
taxes—say at the rate of a hundred millions 
a year- to be paid in gold for the purpose of 
redeeming its notes from time to time; and 
as long as it continues to reissue these notes 
the additional tax-levy in gold will be nec- 
essary, because they will continue to be pre- 
sented for redemption whenever there is the 
slightest d ciation on account of commer- 


cial disturbances or loss of confidence. The 
other plan is for the Government to sell in- 
terest-bearing bonds for gold at as favorable 
a rate as it can, pay out the 
gold thus obtained for greenbacks at 
par, and then reissue these greenbacks in 
exchange for bonds ata premium. In this 
way there would be @ constant loss to the 
Government at both ends, (1) by standing 4 
shave on the sale of its bonds for gold, and 
(2) by paying a premium in greenbacks for 
the bonds when it buys them back for the 
purpose of again getting the greenbacks into 
circulation. Mr. Cary will admit that this 
would be paying pretty dearly for the luxury 
of a Government paper currency, and we 
doubt whether he or his followers can per- 
suade the people of this country to go into 
that sort of business. 

The experience of nations has taught the 
wisdom of permitting bankers to furnish 
the currency of the country, and 
that they alone can maintain a 
system of paper money fully equal 
in value to the specie under all 
circumstances and throughout all time.” 
The reason they can do this is because they 
redeem their paper in specie on demand. If 
Mr. Cary does not anderstand why bankers 
can do this without a loss while the Govern- 
ment cannot, we think we can tell him 
very briefly: Because bankers represent 
capital, and the Government does not. The 
Government is a mere agency of the people 
as a body to perform certain duties of com- 
mon necessity and weal. It has no capital 
and no substance ofits own. All the money 
that passes through its hands must be raised 
sooner or later by taxation. If it issues notes, 
whether interest-bearing or non-interest- 

bearing, they can only be redeemedand paid 
out, of taxation in one way! or another. 
The bankers, on the other hand, have wealth 
and resources of their own ; they have depos- 
its intrusted with them for safe keeping and 
on trust, which they are at liberty to use; 
they make loans and draw interest thereon ; 
they buy the gold with exchanges; they 
start with wealth and continue to accumulate 
capital, so that their notes of issue may be 
presented at any time for the specie which 
they represent. If an individual should go 
into the banking business without capital, 
should never make loans, nor draw interest, 
nor earn commissions, nor get deposits, nor 
enjoy any of the profits of the banking bus- 
iness, it is not likely that any of the notes he 
should issne for circulation would circulate 
very long, or be received at par 
with specie which he could never pay out 
to redeem them. Yet this is the very posi- 
tion which Mr. Sam Cary would have the 
Government assume. He would have the 
Government do a national banking business 
without the possibility of profit, but with 
the contingency of all the incidental losses. 
We do not think the people care about con- 
ferring this business privilege upon the poli- 
ticians at the cost of the tax-payers. Be- 
sides, if the gold basis of a currency is a 
snare and a cheat, as Mr. Cary says, then 
why should he want a Government currency 
fully equal in value to the specie dollar 
under all circumstances and throughout all 
time? 

We print this morning a letter from 
“S. P. 8.“ on the silver question. The 
statements of fact are familiar to all, but the 
writer endeavors to establish his inferences 
and his opinions of what is right as facts, 
which is not practicable. Everybody knows 
that, in consequence of the fall in gold about 
1850, our silver coinage was worth more as 
bullion than as coin, and was therefore ex- 
ported as fast as coined ; it 1s also notorious 
that, to prevent this exportation of small 
silver for change, Congress in 1853 reduced 
the weight of the half dollars and smaller 
silver coins, so that their value as coin would 
be greater than that of bullion, and therefore 
they would not be exported. This coin, 
the fractional parts of the dollar, being thus 
debased, were reduced as a legal-tender to 
$5. It is equally true that the silver dollar, 
being worth 103 to 105 in gold, was not there- 
after coined. No person holding 105 in silver 
would exchange it for a silver dollar whose 
value as money was worth only 100. 
But the act of 1853 in no way referred to the 
silver dollar, which was left at its original 
weight and fineness, and remained so, a legal- 
tender for all purposes, until 1873. The 
mistake of our correspondent is in assuming 
that because silver was worth so much more 
in the shape of bullion than in coin, and 
therefore ceased to be coined, it was there- 
fore demonetized. Its coinage was suspend- 
ed until such time as its ordinary value would 
be only equal to the gold dollar. This point 
was reached in 1875, and the dollar would 
have then been coined had not the act of 
1873 prohibited it. The writer seems to be 
laboring under the supposition that any per- 
son proposes to make the present silver coin- 
age a legal-tender forall sums. What is pro- 
posed is to restore the original dollar at its 
weight and fineness as they stood in 1873, 
and coin that as a legal-tender for all 
amounts, as it had been for over eighty years. 
The talk about gold being the only coin in 
use for so many years proves nothing. Gold 
during all that time was the inferior metal, 
and was of course used to the exclusion of 
the higher-priced silver. 

The gas question is in a fair way to be 
handled in a practical and business-like fash- 
ion. The old GasCompanies find the present 
Committee on Gas to be thoroughly in ear- 
nest in the determination to force a reduction 
in the cost of illumination; and, as the Com- 
mittee and the Common Council hold the 
balance of power in the shape of a threat to 
dispense with gas altogether and substitute 
oil in its place, the Companies will be com- 
pelled to make a reasonable reduction. ‘The 
proposition made yesterday by the Commit- 
tee was that gas be furnished the city at 
$1.50 per thousand cubic feet, that the size 
of burners be reduced from 5 to 3 feet, and 
that no contract for a definite period be en- 
tered into. This puts the matter on a prac- 
tical basis, and leaves the Companies to 
choose between granting the proposed re- 
duction or ceasing altogether to sell Bus to 
the city. They will probably accept the 
former alternative.

A Commodore comes down a grade anda half 
on shore duty and three grades when \waiting 
orders. On furlough an officer’s pay is just halt 
that when on leave. A Commodore (ranking 
with a Brigadier-General) on furlough would re- 
ceive a few dollars less than an Ensign (ranking 
with a Second Lieutenant) on duty.

A SUGGESTION HERE! 

The Chairman—No, sir.

estion—that the first thing you ought totake 
nto consideration is, that you are going to let 
the contract for stone for the entire building.

which was the third one. turning, they were 


satisfied, as they had been before, that to vote 
for Walker would be most profitable, and they 
hit upon the scheme of urgiug the worthlessness 
of all other stone than Walker’s, which worked 
well, and at least disposed of Fanning’s bid, for 
prior to this they had exacted of Walker the 
pledge that he would not sell Fanning, or any 
one else, his stone at any price. Mr. Fanning 
was, it will be seen, easily disposed of, but to 
take care of Walker was the thing needful. 
How could it be done, was the great question. 
He had protested that his bid was honest and 
conscientious, and if the contract was awarded 
him he did not know but he would go 
to the Poor-House, all of which was 
listened to with the greatest complacency, 
on the theory that Walker alone had the 
stone, and if he did not get the work 
no one else could. Another meeting was held, 
and the award to Walker was reconsidered and 
attention directed to 
THE BID OF MR. ATKINSON, 

believing at the time that he would fall in with 
the crowd, and knowing that if he would 
Walker would furnish him the stone. They 
were disappointed in this, for Atkinson would 
not join them, and the scheme was dropped. 
The next movement was to unearth the 


bid of W. McNeill & Son for „000, 
and then came the forced coufer- 
ence with the city authorities. In the 


conference the favoritism for Walker on the part 
of the Ring ” had not abated, but, being push- 
ed, he was forced to add to his record for truth 
and veracity by dropping iu a minute from 87 to 
65 cents per fuot for stone, which in the entire 
Court-House would amount to nearly $250,000. 
The fall was great, and a very clear demonstra- 
tion, by his own confession, of the fact that in 
his original bid there had been at Jeast a quar- 
ter of a million steal. With this fall, too, came an 
attack on Architeet Egan,which was very signiti- 
cant under the circumstances, for what was lost 
to the Ring iu the fall was expected to be 
made up by getting an architect that would be- 
come a party to the system of plundering, and 
this they well knew Egan would not. The confer- 
ence ended bere, but was Fesumed yesterday, as 
given above. 
Mn. M’NEILL, 

it will be seen, came out victorious, and very 
readily stepped into Walker’s shoes. While 
Walker had refused to furnish the stone to Mr. 
Fanning or any one else, McNeill in- 
troduced him with an air of innocence to 
say what he would do for him. He had 
never mentioned the matter to Walker. Really 
he acted as if Walker might have been 1, 
miles away, but he was not. Yes, he would 

ive Mr. McNeill all the stone he wanted at his 

id, and also a lien upon his quarry! Mr. Me- 
Neill then gave the names of his other sureties, 
and a twist of the wand of the immaculate Mc- 
Caffrey pushed the job through without a 
further question. The way out of the trouble 
had been reached, and the trouble was over. 
Walker had received what he had 
been promised,—had confessed, along with his 
friends, by the further fall, that there had been 
a $500,000 steal in the job, and he was happy. 
He left the room entirely satisfied. His victory, 
as far as it had gone, was — — and all that 
remained to enable him to adhere to and carry 
out his bargain with the “ Ring,“ from a divis- 
ion standpoint, if the Board ratify the action of 
the Committee, was the displacement of the 
architcct. 

The making of the award to McNeill, to say 
nothing of the explanations above, is somewhat 
strange. His is not the lowest bid, and, admit- 
ting that the award is bona fide, for the sake of 
argument, it is very injudicious. A more 

IRRESPONSIBLE AND INCOMPETENT MAN 
could not, it is alleged, be found in the list of 
bidders. He is the same gentleman who had in 
the lowest bid for the Court-House foundations, 
but it was rejected and thrown out because of 
his want of responsibility. At the time the 
same men who championed his cause yesterday 
songs him bitterly on these very grounds, and 
in their discussions of the matter demonstrated 
to the public satisfaction that it was not safe to 
let him that job, which, compared with the one 
+ awarded him yesterday, is as the acorn to the 
oak. His record then, as beautifully shown by 
both McCaffrey and Johnson, was that he was 
in the habit of abandoning every job he under- 
took, after getting all the money out of it be 
could, and that in many instances he failed 
to pay either for his labor or material. 
The contract was awarded Mr. Harms finally, 
and he set about the work. A few days after 
the award McNcill sent a protest to the Board, 
which was read and discussed on the Ith of 
October. To do justice to bis new-fledged 
friends, the following is copied from the report 
of the proceedings published in these 
columns at the time: 

THEN AND NOW. 

The contract of Henry Harms for the foundation 
of the new Conrt-House was then read. 

Commissioner Crawford wanted to know whether 
it was not better to further consider the bid of Mc- 
Neill & Son before the contract was approved, and 
called for the re-reading of the protest of NcNeill 
& Son, and moved that if McNeill was present he

The protest was read, when Commissioner Mc- 
Catfrey took the floor. He said he believed the bid 
of MeNelll & Son was the bid of Sheriff Agnew; 
that Agnew had come to him in advance of the 
bids being received, and stated that he would 
make a bid in the name of McNeill & Son. 
He was satisfied that the bid was Agnew's, 
for the reason that he (Agnew) had come to him 
in the interest of the bid when the matter of 
making the award was under discussion, and had 
made threats that unless McNeill and Son got the 
award the Chicago Times would raise a howl, etc., 
— attack those whe voted for Harms just as it 

ad. 
Commissioners Johnson and Schmidt said they 
knew that McNeill’s bid was the bid of Agnew, 
and they were opposed to him, knowing his irre- 
sponsibility. They did not regard Agnew fayor- 
ably, and had no disposition to give him the con- 
tract, unless Wilbur F. Storey would pledge his 
efiects that the contract, if so awarded, would be 
faithfully fulfilled. Sofar as the charge of cor- 
ruption was concerned, they invited the fullest 
investigation by the Grand Jury. 

It will be seen from this that McCaffrey did 
not have a very exalted opinion of McNeill at 
that time; but it must be taken into considera- 
tion that Agnew and the Board were fighting at 
the time on the question of dieting prisoners. 
Agnew’s diet bill had been cut down; but since 
the sore has been healed, and nowif Aguew 
had an interest with McNeill, nothing would be 
said about it. Times have changed. 

Another point in connection with the award 
to McNeill is the fact that the most objectiona- 
ble parties to McCaffrey and Johnson on his bond 
for the Court-House foundations are on his bond 
now—Joséph Sherwin, Robert Clark, and Frank 
Gozalo. Thenthey were called up and ques- 
tioned, and satisfied these same men of their 
responsibility as bondsmen, but now they are 
accepted on a contract ten times as large with- 
out a question being asked, which, to say the 
least, looks a little strange to those not initiated 
into the mysteries of the “ Ring.”

yesterday protested, protested s ly, but 
their protests were in vain. Commissioners 
Lone and Guenther and Ald. Van Usdel, 
Ballard, and Schmidt raised their voices in con- 
demnation of this villainous job. But the 
ae had a desperate game in hand, and 
with the most consummate impudence, and in 
defiance of public cpinion and the press, com- 
pleted to their own satisfaction the first act in 
this tragi-comedy,—comedy in its ludicrous- 
ness, and tragedy in that the Penitentiary walls 
will inclose some of the actors before another 
season shall have come.

DRUMMOND VS. THE ONITED STATES 
TREASURY. ~ 
A curious question has arisen between Judge 
Drummond and tbe Treasury Department.

SMOKE-BURNERS. 
EXAMINING THE RIVAL INVENTIONS. 

The Council Committee on Smoke-Consumers 
met in the Council Chamber yesterday after- 
noon. Ald. Ryan occupied the Chair; the others 
present were Ald. Throop, Stewart, Waldo, 
Kirk, and Sweeney. There were in attendance 
half a dozen or more of gentlemen interested in 
stnoke-consuming patents. Their open hostil- 
ity to each other, and the attempts to show that 
all inventions were useless except the one which 
they represented, did much to protract the time 
of the meeting. The first invention considered 
was what is called the Hazelton patent. The 
patentee was present, and fully explained the 


to put the invention into the pumping-works, 
and run it three months, then, if the city was 
not satisfied, he would remove it. He claimed 
that it would save 50 per cent in the cost of fuel, 
and prove satisfactory in every way. He could 
burn in it soft coal screenings, Which cost $1.65 
a ton, and there would be no smoke. His terms 
were $3,500 for putting in the machiue, all com- 
plete, and $10,000 for royalty on the patent. 

The next machine introduced to notice was 
the Champion,” represented by M. T. Cougb- 
lin. The alleged excellence of his invention 
hay in the fact that a cheaper grade of coal could 
be burned and a saving thus affected. There 
would be no smoke. e would put the appar- 
atus in the pumping-works for nothing on trial. 
If it proved satisfactory he would agree to ac- 
cept N per cent of the saving in the cost of 
fuel as his reward.

had entered into. 

Some of the gentlemen raised the question 
that there would be difficulty in procu 
screenings to supply Hazelton’s patent were it 
adopted. But it seemed to be taken for granted 
that, since every coal-mine in the land has 
screenings, the supply would not be exhausted 
even if every steam-engine now running should 
burn such coal. Other unimportant * 
were made by different parties 1 the 
inventions except the one which they repre- 


sented. 

Louis Wahl said that he was interested finan- 
cially in the Hazelton patent. He had been 
told that a public officer had no business to go 
into such a thing, but he did not consider that 
he was a public officer any longer. He asked 
for no pay for the little „ the city 
as Commissioner of the of Public 
Works. Any way he, as a_ citizen, 
should favor the adoption of the Hazel 
ton tent, which would save the city 
a deal of money. He had it in operation 
in his factory. When the fire was tended to 
rightly there was no smoke, and he used soft 
coal — . 4 $1.65 a ton, and not so much 
of that as he formerly used of soft coal in 
lump at $3.50aton. He saved $52 a day by the 
patent, and was satisfied. that it was a good. 
thing and would do all claimed for it. 

Mr. Lester, representing his own patent, next 
spoke. He would putin both pumping-works 
his burner, which had once been in the North 
Side works, for $1,500 all complete. But he 
wanted $7,000 royalty: he asked for $7,000 be- 
cause he claims to have saved the city, that 
amount while his machine was ip operation on 
test, and he had never received anything for it.

He (Lester 
was supplied with documents to prove that al 
that had been said against his burner was false. 
The statement that rivets had been burned out 
of the boiler was not true; for he had one of 
those rivets, and it had been cut off with a cold- 
chisel. All he could say was: Try all the 
patents, ond if mine is not the best; if it will 
not burn smoke; if it will not save 50 cent 
of the fuel nor do as I say, then out she somes.” 

O. C. Chase, agent of the Diehl Patent Smoke- 
Consumer, next spoke. He was no speaker, 
and chose to write what he had to communicate. 
He would give a written statement to the 
Committee to-day. In his furnace he could 
burn a mixture of lump and screenings, and 


He could consume the smoke. His terms were 
$200 for each boiler, making $1,000 to supply 
the North Side Pumping-Works. There would 
be no royalty. He wanted his patent adopted 
by the city, and that would be such an adver- 
tisement for him that he asked for no royalty. 
He wili present his statement this afternoon. 

A great deal of talk followed back and forth, 
the several gentlemen trying to have the Com- 
1nittee understand that none of the inventions 
before them were valuable. But the Committee 
expressed no opinions. 

Kia. Waldo presented the card of a man who 
had a smoke-burner, but the man himself said 
that he could not introduce it into the pump- 
ing-works. Therefore, the Committee ad- 
journed till 11:30 o’clock a. m. to-day, when 
they will make a tour among factories and 
large buildings where these different patents 
are to be seen, and will come to some conclusion 
thercafter. 


LOTTERY. 
WHOSE BUSINESS 18 IT? 
The Superintendent of Police has taken the 


preliminary steps towards carrying out the 
order of the Mayor directing him to make a list 
of the lottery and policy shops, with a view to 
prosecuting the proprietors, and, if possible, 
breaking up the business. The securing of tes- 
timony against these swindlers is attended with 
considerable difficulty, and requires time, 
patience, and money. Headquarter detectives 
cannot be employed to advantage, since they are 
prettv generally known, and, were one of them 
to visit a policy or lottery shop, his object 
would be apparent to the thieves, and his 
mission be fruitless. Men are needed who are 
in no way connected with the police force,— 
men whose appearance indicates .that they are 
green aud gullible; and to get such it is neces- 
sary to go among laboring men or negroes and 
Mek out those who, are qualitied for the work. 

hese men have to be paid for their services, 
and furnished moncy to pay their expenses 
whfle collecting evidence. 

And it is owing to a lack of funds as Supt. 
Hickey said yesterday, that the lottery and 
policy dealers have been allowed to run so long 
with —— The locations of all the sho 
are either well known to the police, or can be 
easily found out by discreet secret operatives. 
But, when discove lottery or policy tickets 
have to be purchased in order to make the chain 
of testimony complete. As there are at least 
. of these dens in the city, and a 
whole ticket costs $12, and five or six 
men at $3 a day would de required, 
at least $500, if not more, is needed to capture 
the whole gang. Superintendent Hickey has no 
funds at his dis for this purpose, and as 
the county would derive all the benefit from 
fines assessed and collected, he has uested 
States Attorney Reed to apply to the uty 
Commissioners for money to pay the bills. He 
thinks he can get along with $100 by — 
quarter and half-tickets, and have all the E 
ersin band, with evidence to convict, by the 
time the next Grand Jury meets.

$180 A DAY WASTED. 
Zo the Editor af The Triovune, 

Cuicaco, Aug. 18.—Economy in expendi- 
tures, public and private,is a duty. It isa 
duty of the family, of the city, and the State. 
For the past six years the fuel used at the en- 
gine-house of the Chicago Water-Works has 
been anthracite coal. Previous to 1870 bitu- 
minous coal was used there. But in 1870 the 
City Council directed the Board of Public 
Works to use anthracite coal; and that order 
remains in force still. It is not claimed that 
there is any economy in using this fuel now, 
nor has there. been at any time heretofore. 
But, on the contrary, it is admitted to be the 
most expensive coal in the market for produc- 
ing steam. The tests of several kinds of coal 
at the Water-Works last February and March 
abundantly proves this. By that test it was 
shown that the cost of raising 1,000,000 gal- 
lons of water (with soft coal) was 
$4.70. To raise the same number 
gallons of water (with anth 
coal) was $9.25. At the time of making 
tests the Water-Works were raising a 
000,000 lons of water daily. 
waste of mouey amounting to nea a day, 
—over $60,000 a year,—and for the past six 
years probably $300,000 or $400,000. And this 
money has been taken from the pockets of the 
over-taxed citizens of Chicago and tossed into 
the treasury of one of the most gigantic monop- 
olies in the world. And this waste of the peo- 
Ne's money is going on to-day, and every day. 

o you ask who permits this waste! Among 
the proceedings of the City Council last 
Monday 2 — was an order direct- 
ing the of Publie Works to 
use soft coal at the Water-Works. 
The newspapers next day but one after said a 
delegation of prominent citizens from the North 
Side waited upon the Mayor to protest against 
the burning of soft coal at the Water-Works. 
These gentlemen explained how the smoke and 
soot from soft coal would render their resi- 
dences uninhabitable. The City Council met 
again Wednesday evening of this week.

Sweeney said a number 
of North Side citizens were opposed to the use 
of soft coal at the Water-Works until the adop- 
tion of a smoke-burner. He therefore moved 


a reconsideration of Ald. Kirk’s motion in re- 


gard to burning soft coal, which was passed at 
the last meeting. After a brief discussion, the 
motion prevailed,” etc.

Hopsox, Mich., Aug. 14.—Henrietta asked 
for a recipe for lemon pie, with two crusts. I 
waited for Tus Tripune for replies. Seeing 
none like mine, will send it. Line your pie 
dish with a good crust: roll your lemons to 
soften them; grate the rind of one large, or two 
unall, lemons; cut the lemons in thin slices; 
pick out the seeds; spread evenly one layer 
over the crust; spread one cup of sugar over 


the lemon; then add one cup of paste, made by 


taking four tablespoons of flour, wetting 
4t with cold water the same as you 
would to make starch; turn boiling 
water on it, stirring while cooking 
on the steve a few moments, adding a pinch of salt 
with the grated rina ofthe lemons. When thick- 
ened enough pour it over the sugar and lemon: 
cover with a crust, cutting slits in to let out the air: 
bake slowly, and you will bavea pie that you can 
eat with some satisfaction, as it will not be too 
rich fordigestion.

OUR SERVANTS. 
Te the Editor of The Tribune. 

“Prye Loben,“ Aug. 18.—In the early sum- 
mer, being in the country, I called upon a lady 
friend, one of the old-time housekeepers, whose 
work seems done by magic. It was 10 o'clock 
Monday morning. My friend, with her two 
daughters, in their fresh print dresses, were 
just sitting down to sewing, the week’s washing 
was hanging on the clothes line, the house in 
perfect order; fresh flowers filled vases on table 
and mantel; books and music testified to the 
tastes of the ladies. It was wonderful, and I 
thought how happy the lot of the house moth- 
ers who have attained those serene heights 
where they can enjoy the labore of trained sons 
and daughters in well-ordered homes. 

But, meanwhile, what are we to do, whose 
daughters are not yet old enough to make the beds 
and desserts? And that is where the servant-cir! 
question looms up in direful proportions. 

In the days of dur mothers and grandmothers, all 
women were trained to be housekeepers. That 
was the one end and aim of woman's life; conse- 
quently, all the females in a family, if not positive 
invalids, lent a helping hand, and, I think from 
what I can remember, and from inquiries 
which 1 have made, that it was rare 
for a mothe? of a young family among 
those who were thrifty to do all her own 
work. If there was nota relative dependent who 
could render efficient service, some desolate woman 
was to be had who lived for years in the family, and 
knew how to do her portion of the work, and whose 
services were not such a care as those who come to 
help us now. While there was more hard work, 
requiring muscular strength, there was not 80 
many details taking time and skill. 

But we are now in a transition state, arising from 
our peculiar institutions in this free and glorious 
country. Our nt state ie worse than the past, 
but the future can be better than all, and we, 
women, must make it so. 

Woman has discovered that she can do gome- 
thing besides housework, and while a few 
have had not only the brains but the will and power 
to work so as to achieve distinction in other walks 
of life, all the rest are imbued with contempt for 
housework, and nothing is done well. A few years 
ago eer servants were obtained among foreign- 
ers, but not they are Americanized to that degree 
that the best of them wish to find some other oc- 
cupation than house servants, and those who are 
too young, or too old, too stupid, or 
too lazy, to do anything else, offer them- 
selves for housework, and _ the — | 
are such as no manufacturer could employ wi 
profit. That there are notable exception, I au- 
mit, but they only serve to casta deeper shadow 
on the others by contrast. 

When I first went to housekeeping, living in a 
central portion of the city, and having a small 
family, 1 had my choice of servants. I could take 
abright young German girl, who, with a few 
weeks training, would be so efficient that with an 
hour or so supervision in the morning all my or- 
ders would be faithfully carried out. And I thought 
myself a model housekeeper with system and order 
in perfection, and had no charity for those whose 

rience was not 80 happy as mine; thought 
‘*iike mistress like maid.” But those halcyon 
days are past; now, living in the suburbs of Chi- 
cago, my morning's experience is this: 

ising with the lark, and twenty things to be 
done at once, by herculean efforts a toothsome 
breakfast is prepared, and paterfamilias is off for 
the city with his bouquet of fresh flowers—the 
older children sent to school or play—the baby 
asleep I go into the kitchen to make provision for 
the next twenty-four hours. I find the breakfast- 
dishes still in the process of washing, the teakettle 
empty, and the fire in the last siage of consump- 
tion. Before order is brought out of chaos, I must 
leave, for the baby wakes, and everything is in 
statu guo—not that the servant is idie, by any 
means, but simply there is no head to guide the 
hands, and it is impcssible to teach those habits of 
order and system which make every step count. 

The real cause of our trouble with servants is, 
that the supply is not equal to the demand; the few 
that are efficient are too independent io be agreea- 
ble, and the demand for ane isso great that the 
inferior ones can get good places and good wages, 
and there is nothing to incite their ambition to do 
better. 

Some one asked in Tur Tamer if it was not 
as. commendable to be a_ skillful seamstress 
as a good cook. I thought at once that it 
was much easier to get the sewing done 
creditably tham the cooking, for the reason that 
those who offer themselves for sewing are beiter 
trained than the cooks. 

A well-ordered home is the desideratam of every 

t-minded wife and mother, and we want them 
while the children are wing, and we want them 
without the sacrifice of the health and perhaps life 
of the mother. Our yrandmothers had them be- 
cause all women were good housekeepers. We 
suffer because so few women are trained in house- 
hold duties. 

How are we to increase the supply of well- 
trained; housekeepers? Will the thinking women 
who read the Home Lepartment help inthe solu- 
tion of this difficulty? **Parra UHL.”

ADVICE TO A SISTER. 

My Dear Sister: It is not strange you do 
not comprehend my reasons for keeping your 
healthy girl,“ as you call her, out of boarding- 
school unless she can choose the kind and num- 
ber of studies, as well as the daily exercise 
needed to keep the mental and physical bal- 
anced. The other girls are going, and you do 
not wish to see them cultivated and improved, 
while yours, if not standing still, advances in a 
given direction more slowly. If your eyes were 
opened by a knowledge of the brain and 
nervous system, and its intimate rela- 
tions with every organ in the body, 
you would reason differently. You forget the 
headaches which always come from undue excite- 
ment, and the over-sensitiveness which has always 
been one of her characteristics. She cries and 
langhs easily, and has an abundant flow of animal 
spirits. This, to my mind, increases the danger 
more than if she possessed a phlegmatic tempera- 
ment. It is impossible to crowd the brain at this 
mest important time in her life with a quarter of 
what is put before her to learn. She cannot learn 
what she undertakes thoroughly, for the reason 
that most of the studies are strong meat, and 
not suited to the growing years. The conse-

rom undertaking so much before the mind is 


1 to compass or retainit. This over- 
stimulation must react, and bring the weakness 


and nervousness, which means a want of nerve- 


power, which we see every day among young 
women. Lou say it is but for a short time; the 
school-da N eoon be over, and then she can rest. 
Wonld it not be wiser to select the studies which 
not only improve the mind and cultivate the tastes, 
but open her eyes in the direction her feet are to 
walk during life? Se educate the heart and 
hands as well as the brain, and when 
school-days are over she will be in no danger 
of relaxing into the semi-conscions state, in which 
we fina so many young ladies of the present day, 
especially in the families of the wealthy, —the 
very ones who could do so much to search ont and 
help educate God's suffering poor, who are al- 
ways with us, and when we will, ‘‘may do them 
good. This would bring a purer joy and more 
permanent peace than al! the novels, theatres, and 
transient excitement, which lure and ensnare 
Real work is waiting for the 

hearts of efucated women. 

Prevention musi be taught. for it is always ** bet- 
ter than cure. This is the work of the young 
girls now just entering womanhood. There are 
‘feo many demands upon the already educated: 
Fashion is imperious, and, to have the strength to 
ignore in itthat which kills, and to follow only 
those customs and conventionalities of society 
which promote the real growth, the right education 
must begin early. Iishall give you my ideas of the 
studies in my next letter, as I am sure she will go 
as your mind ie made up, and I know what a task I 
am undertaking to change it.

B. some of my recipes for plain 
puddings, and hope to hear from her if she 
finds any of them answer the purpose. 

Steamed dumpling: Pare and quarter ripe, 
tart apples; place them in adeep dish, adding 
a little water; make a crust as you would tea- 
biscuit, of sour cream or rich buttermilk, if you 
have it; if not, any of the nice baking-powder 
recipes will do; roll about an inch thick; place 
over the apples, and steam half an hour. Serve 
with sauce made of one-third butter to two- 
thirds sugar, stirred to acream. This dump- 
ling may be made of any kind of fruit, fresh or 
canned, but we think nothing better than ap- 
ples. 

Rice pudding: One teacup of rice; one tea- 
cup of sugar; one quart milk; one teaspoon- 
ful cinnamon; raisins if you please. Bake 
slowly an hour and half. Some prefer thie pud- 
Ang made early in the morniug and eaten cold for 

nner. 

Bread 2 One coffeecup bread crumbs, 
dried and rolied fine; one teacup of sugar; one 
quart of milk; one tea spoonfal ginger; a little 
salt; three eggs (saving out the whites of two). 
When baked, spread jelly over the top; then a 
frosting made of the whites of the eee. and one 
tablespoonful of sugar. Return tj the oven until 
slightly browned. | 
A nice dessert for a hot day can be made of one 

lespoonful sea-moss farine to one quart of 
milk; moisten the farine with a little of the milk 
to prevent its being lumpy; place the whole in a 
farina kettle, and let it remain while the water 
boils half an hour, stirring occasionally; then add 
two eggs well beaten, and a table nful of sugar; 
pour into mold, and place in the refrigerator until 
wanted. Turn out of the molds, and serve with 
strawberry jelly or sugar and cream.

ADULTERATION. 


A REPLY TO MR. ROSSITER. 
To the Baittor af The Tribune. 
Cuicago, Aug. 11.—As our friend Rossiter is 


evidently looking for facts and not for contro- 
versy, I ask the use of a little more space in 
order to give him the small stock of informa- 


tion I possess. 
In my last letter I made several statements 


which I failed to substantiate by supplementary 
facts for the sake of brevity, and not because it 
is impossible to do so. I will now, if you will 
allow me, answer those points in his last letter 
which seem to require it, in the order of their 


occurrence. 

1. In the second paragraph of the letter pub- 
lished last Saturday, Mr. Rossiter again states 
that grape sugar is poisonous. This we answer 
under sixth. ~ 

2. In the third paragraph he reaffirms his 
former statement that the chloride and sulphate 
of tin are found in sufficient quantity to prove 
detrimental, and adduces his statement that the 
‘*alimentary canal of infants and invalids” are 
sufficient tests. We answer this under fifth. If 
Mr, R. will refer to authorities, he will find that 
sulpharic acid (dilute) is a very poor solvent of 
tin, and also that tin vessels are seldom used. But, 
allowing that these chemicals may sometimes be 
present, we require a number of analyses b 
responsible chemists to prove it. Thoug 
we have made the subject a W “¥ a long time 
we have not as yet seen them. e sulphate and 
chloride of tin are irritant ns; that is, they 
act locally on the lining of the alimentary canal, 
and therefore must be present in perceptible quan- 
tity to produce their prejudi effect. This, I 
again afrm, is never the case, and the only way to 
disprove my statement is to quote a sufficient num- 
ber of quantitative analyses by responsible chem- 


iste. 

3. The fourth paragraph contains the inference 
that sulphuric acid is poisonous. Now, the fact is, 
sulphuric acid is — — in its concentrated 
form. Even the acid in the strength in which it is 
used in the manufacture of the sugar would not 
prove poisonous. tion of lead from its 
mixtures is a very difficult matter, while the neu- 
— 22 of an acid is 80 simple that a schoolboy 
can do it. — 

4. Mr. R. asks in paragraph five what chemicals 
** cane and sugars after 
he cane sugar is clarified be- 
fore the mixture is made, and the grapes does 
not need it, because the nic ma which 
colors the cane sugaris not present in the other 


variety. 

5. in paragraph sixth, he states again that 
invalids affirm that they suffer from the tin, etc., 
in sugars, and says ‘* probably” I have never ex- 
amined this pert of the subject. To the first half 
of this point I would say that invalids, as a rule. 
are a class of people in whom the nation is 
highly developed, and that they frequently think 
they are made worse by some extraneous influence 
when the injary only existe in their own mind. To 
the last half of the point I would say that, though 
having been in the active practice of medicine for 
some time, and having for this reason had exocel- 
lent opportunities (which I have endeavored to im- 
prove) to observe disease in all its formse—this for 
some years, I have never yet seen any bad effect 
from the use of sugar which I could attribute to 
any of the chemicals used in their manufacture. 

In the seventh pocegragh Iam called upon to 
enbstantiate my statement that grape or starch 
sugar is healthier than cane or common sugar. e 
reason for this statement is the following: All food 
in order to be received inte the blood for the nour- 
iehment of the body has to be digested or dissolved 
in some of the alimentary canal. 
Some substances are easy of di on, while 
others require very compli and long 
continued processes for digestion. Cane sugar is 
—4— of being received into the system until it 
has been digested, and the process of digestion 
consists in converting it into grape or starch 6 . 
or glucose—the same substance which is formed by 
boiling starch with dilute sulphuric acid. The di- 
gestion of cane sugar [r considerable time. 
and its long contact induces an unhealthy state of 
the lining membrane of the alimentary canal—a 
condition which favors the develo nt of ento- 
roa. Grape sugar, or starch, or gin on the 
contrary, is already in a form capable of being ta- 


ken into the blood. 
he states that con- 
y cheated by purchasing coffee 
sugars instead of crushed,’ and rests this upon two 
other statements: (a) that coffee contain 50 
per cent of grape sugar, which is nottrue; (b) that 
crushed sugars are pure, which is also untrue. 
That people are cheated in buying sugar, there can 
be no doubt, but no more so than in buying any 
other commodity. honest dealer will sell a 
pound of the adulterated sugar for much less than 
ne can buy the unadulterated; and if the 
processes are — weit well (as 
they usually are) the adulterated will be the better 
for reasons, (a) it is cheaper, (b) it is more whole- 


some. 

We are asked what substance is used instead of 
blood to clarify sugar, and answer that lead is 
often resorted to, and consequently is often found 
in our white sugars. Its presence in water used 
for drinking purposes has been a cause of much 
trouble. In this case the body, acting as a filter, is 
soon saturated with the lead contai in the water, 
and poisonous symptoms present themselves. But 
in the case of sugar, the quantity of lead is less 
per pound than in the water, and the consumption 
of sugar is very much less—few people using more 
than from % to In ounces „ Still, if we 
would avoid it entirely we can do so by purchasing 
the varieties which have not been rendered per- 
fectly white. The yellow sugars are sweetest, be- 
cause most soluble, and are more likely to be en- 
tirely free from poisonous chemicals. Indeed, one 
of the largest items of cost in the manufacture of 
sugar is the cost of rendering them perfectly white. 
They are no better for it—in fact not so good, but 
a fastidious public requires it. And.

SALT AND SUGAR. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMA, Aug. 17.—In regard to the effect of 
sugar and salt upon the system, will you allow 
me space for a few words upon the subject, 
which was touched upon by “A Practical 
Woman ina recent issue? Chemists having, 
as she says, demonstrated by experiment that 
any amount of salt beyond that which is already 
contained in most articles of daily food has no 
beneficial effect whatever upon the system, 
there can be no doubt that used as it now is 
upon every article almost that is placed before 
us, that it is very injurious. As far as my ob- 
servation goes, those among my personal ac- 
quaintances who abstain from the use of “table- 
salt altogether enjoy a degree of health very 
much above the average. An instance occurs to my 
mind of afamilyin which the children, some of 
them nearly grown, are exceptionally healthy, 
where the article in question is never used. Says 
a writer on hygiene: Now, in abstracting from 
the animal substances submitted to its action a 
great portion of the nutriment they contain, salt 
removes from flesh apart of its most nutritious 


elements. And again: It is very certain, even 
if there is no restriction as to quantity, that the 
health of man cannot be long sustained upon a diet 
of which salt meat forms a considerable pro- 
portion. The disease known as scurvy, which 
is an enfeebled and debilitated state 
induced by insufficient nourishment, in- 
variably attacks our sailors when subsisting 
upon a diet consisting in great proportion of salt 
meats. While the Esquimaux and all inhabitants 
of Frigid Zones live almost entirely upon animal 
food eaten fresh wi/hout any salt, and in excesrive 
quantity, scurvy is unknown, and they are subject 
to very few diseases. All the voyagers to the 
Arctic regions subsisting upon a salt diet have 
been horribly afflicted with scurvy and epileps- 
tetanoidal diseases, even tire dogs „ ww 
thus fed, afiicted in a similar manner, le Dr. 
Hayes and his men ‘‘lived entirély upon fresh 
meat withont the occurrence of a sil fe cane of 
scurvy."’ Now, it having been s ba 
the direct tendency of salt ia
